Your editorial on this case appears to 
have ignored some of the facts. It was 
not simply a case of a willful woman giv- 
ing way to madness because she could not 
have her own way.

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THE RAILROAD CRISIS. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission offers 
convincing evidence that a crisis exists in the 
railroad situation which demands prompt and 
effectual action on the part of Congress. 

The railroads of the country lack the. effi- 
clency necessary to the handling of traffic re- 
quired by war conditions. This is due to a com- 
bination of causes. The railroads lack equip- 
ment and funds to purchase equipment. They 
cannot command the material required to con- 
struct equipment. 

Another potent cause of inefficiency is the 
clash of interests in different railroad corpora- 
tions, which prevents the full and efficient use 


of the equipment and facilities the railroads have..- 


Another complication is the wage question, 
which is rapidly creating an éfidiess chain of 
rate increase and wage increase. The Inter 
state Commerce Commission doubts if rate in- 
creases sufficient to meet the railroads’ needs 
were granted, that the railroads would or could 
effectively use their increased earnings. 

The problem is te unify and harmonize rall- 
road operation so that all the railroad facilities 
may be utilized to the utmost and without regard 
to individual railroad interests. 

Two ways are suggested to accomplish this 
end. One fs to set aside the anti-trust and anti- 
pooling laws and permit the railreads to co- 
operate in the use of facilities and pool their 
earnings. 

The other plan is Government control and 
operation. 

Commissioner McChord does not believe that 
a pooling arrangement would accomplish the 
objects necessary to the highest railroad effi- 
ciency, he gives strong reasons for his opinion. 

The suggestions of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, which would have been revolu- 
tionary a few years ago, are almost commonplace 
in view of the radical evolution of business 
unity under Government direction, brought about 
by the exigencies of our stupendous war task. 

We are braught face to face with the problem 
which we have dealt with academically for 


years—the unification and nationalization of the, 


great business agencies of the country in order 
to obtain the highest efficiency in a great emer- 
gency in which all of our industrial, commercial 
and transportation machinery {is put to the sever- 
est test. 

There is only one angle to the proDlem. That 
is what is the best way to accomplish the neces- 
sary end. In dealing with it we must put aside 
ancient prejudices and customs. We must handle 
it as a scientific, practical problem. 

Government control and operation of raill- 
roads as common necessities and arteries of na- 
tional and local commerce seems inevitable. It 
has long been anticipated as the final solution 
of all public utility problems. Perhaps under 
war pressure the shift can be made with leas _fric- 
tion and obstruction than at any time. Of course, 
the Government will merely assume control and 
respons{bility. The practical work will be done 
by railroad experts now running the individual 
roads. Their operation problems would be simpli- 
fied. 

Whatever the conclusion, Congress must get 
to work with dispatch. The breakdown of the 
railroad transportation system would be an un- 


measurable calamity.

MR. IGOEB’S BRIDGE BILL. 


The law under which the right of eminent do- 
main may be invoked by St. Louis in perfecting 
the East Side approaches to the free bridge will 
expire early in 1918. The Igoe bill extending the 
life of the law embodies, of course, no new issues 
and not the slightest reason exists for obstructing 
its enactment. The danger is that, with the enor- 
mous amount of war legislation demanding atten- 
tion from Congress, this unobjectionable local 
measure may be thrust aside and its passage jeop- 
ardized. 

A good time to bring it forward will be prior to 
the holidays, before Congress becomes absorbed 
with the weightier work of the session. Effort in 
support of the bill should be organized with special 
reference to the unusual situation in Washington. 
Delay is {ll advised. To permit the right conferred 
by the present law to expire by limitation may im- 
pose embarrassing handicaps on future plans for 
utilizing the bridge's railroad facilities. 

Vast changes may soon be brought about in the 
national transportation system. The bridge may 
become a utility of importance in railroad war 


service. 
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GOODS FOR RUSSIA. 

According to American consular reports there 
are on the docks, in warehouses and in the mid- 
dle of the streets in Vladivostok hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of goods sent to Russia 
by America and Japan. The supplies consist of 
locomotives, cannon, shells, foodstuffs of all va- 
rieties, clothing—in fact everything needful for 
the maintenance of the Muscovite armies. 

Much of the goods has been at the Pacific port 
for more than a year because of the inability of 
the 5600-mile Siberian railroad to move the 
supplies where they were needed. A month ago 
it was estimated that $350,000,000 was the value 
of the imports stacked up in Vladivostok. 

Russia owes the United States and Japan for 
these supplies. With the Bolsheviki anarchists 
in control of the Government and getting ready 
to turn over the resources of the country to Ger- 
many through a separate peace it would seem 
that the allies and the United States would be 
perfectly justified in seeing to it that no further 
supplies were removed from Vladivostok. At 
any rate Petrograd should be compelled to give 
assurance that none of the stuff sent by the 
United States and Japan reaches German hands.

Farris and Roy H. Cummings, is it even a con- 
ventional offense? Is it any offense at all?

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SAFETY FIRST. 

“Cross at the Crossings,” the advice to pedes- 
trians, which the grand jury gave after a careful 
examination of the- causes of automobile acci- 
dents should be supplemented with “Move With 
the Traffic.” 

Crossing at the crossings would insure diminu- 
tion of accidents, because drivers of . cars—care- 
ful drivers at jeast—always slow up at crossings 
and have their cars under control. At crossings 
where there are traffic officers their movement 
is regulated, 

Many pedestrians, however, who cross at cross- 
ings pay little or no attention to the officers 
or the traffic. They try to cross the traffic in- 
stead of waiting to move with the traffic.
